was wearing only one earring.

Obscene Mail 
Law Needed, 
Says Dulski

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Con- 


gress should pass a law spelling 
out In detail what constitutes ob- 
scene mail, the chairman of the 
House Post Office Committee 
said today. 


"The problem of pornography 


has been with us for years, but 
control of smut mail has been 
aggravated in recent years by 
various court decisions," said 
Rep. Thaddeus J. Dulski. D- 
N.Y. 


"In the matter of mailings 


into homes where there are mi- 
nors, my bill has spelled out—In 
quite graphic language so there 
can be no doubt at all—exactly 
what we mean in this legislation 
as being obscene. 


Dulski was the leadoff witness 


at anti-obscenity hearings by a 
subcommittee on postal opera- 
tions. 


His bill, cosponsored by sever- 


al committee members, would 
prohibit mailing to anyone un- 
der 16 any material depicting or 
describing nudity, sexual ron- 
duct or sado-masochism In a 
way "designed primarily to ap- 
peal to the prurient interests of 
the viewer." 


The bill defines nudity, sexual 


conduct and sado-masochistic 
abuse in some detail. 


The special prohibition on 


mailing 
obscene 
matter to 


youngsters would be added to 
existing legislation which pro- 
hibits mailing of smut material 
to anyone protesting to the Post 
Office. 


Dulski said his bill also in- 


corlorates several of President 
Nixon's proposals against ob- 
scene mail. 


One of these proposals would 


make it a federal crime to use 
the mails for commercial ex- 
ploitation of a purient interest In 
sex through advertising. Anoth- 
er would extend the present law 
so citizens could have the Post 
Office stop any obscene mail to 
them even if they have never 
received any.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) - 
More than 90 persons 


were injured as Northern Ire- 
land's religious warfare spread 
to Belfast over the weekend, It 
was the worst violence in the 
capital since before World War 


Two members of the British 


Parliament called on Home Sec- 
retary James Callaghan to in- 
tervene, but the British govern- 
ment Is traditionally reluctant 
to take a direct hand in local af- 
fairs in Northern Ireland, The 
territory has domestic self gov- 
ernment but remained in the 
United Kingdom when Ireland 
was partitioned 50 years ago, 


The provincial Cabinet held 


an emergency meeting Sunday 
and said the government would 
take "any measures, however 
firm or exceptional," to bring 
the violence to an end. The 
statement implied that the gov- 
ernment was prepared to call in 
the British Army, but despite 
the warning there was more 
rioting Sunday night.

Switzerland where he had been 
vacationing. The British govern- 
ment 
sent 
several 
thousand 


troops 
into 
Northern Ireland 


earlier this year, but they have 
been used only to guard power 
plants, pipelines and other such 
facilities. Riot control has been 
left to the 3,000 men of the con- 
stabulary. 


Protestants 
and 
Catholics 


have been feuding and fighting 
in Northern Ireland for more 
than 200 years. Unlike the Cath- 
olic-dominated Irish Republic, 
the six northern counties of Ul- 
ster have a Protestant majority. 
The Catholics charge that they 
are 
discriminated against by 


the voting laws and In the allo- 
cation of housing and jobs. A 
civil rights campaign on their 
behalf began 10 months ago, 
and the demonstrations brought 
opposing Protestant groups into 
the streets. There have been 
frequent violent clashes, but un- 
til this weekend most of them 
ocurred in Londonderry, a Cath- 
olic center 75 miles northwest of 
the capital. 


Violence erupted in Belfast 


Saturday night when milk bot- 
tles were thrown from an apart- 
ment building at crowds waiting 
to see ,.§ J^^^tant profession. 
About 3,000 Protestants tried to 
storm the building, which is 
largely Inhabited by Catholics. 
Some of the Protestants broke 
through police lines and battled 
with Catholic residents. 


Gangs of youths roamed the 


streets throwing rocks and a 
bar was set on fire. Several 
times the mobs threw gasoline 
bombs,

gratings and 


stones 
at police.

Mariner 7 Will 
Glue Viewers to 
Chairs Tonight

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Mariner 7 streaked across the 
Martian south polar cap today, 
snapping and storing pictures 
scientists said would glue to- 
night's 
television 
viewers to 


their chairs. 


Preliminary signals flashed 


on monitors at the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory were evidence, 
a spokesman said, that the pho- 
tographs as finally transmitted 
would be "beautiful," showing 
features of the planet's southern 
hemisphere never seen before. 


Commented Dr. 
Robert B. 


Leighton, California Institute of 
Technology astronomer, as he 
viewed the incoming signals: 
"Wait until you see the full 
scale pictures of the polar cap 
— Wow I We are seeing the ant- 
arctic wastes of Mars." 


To newsmen the signals were 


a confusing hash of white and 
gray squares. Scientists' trained 
eyes, however, saw patterns 
which they identified as craters, 
large dark areas and the vast 
white polar cap. 


In telescope photographs the 


cap appears smoothly circular. 
Approach pictures by Mariner 7 
and its twin, Mariner 6, which 
swept along the Martian equa- 
tor last Thursday, showed that 
the cap really has a ragged 
fringe and a dark splotch in the 
center.

Scientists expected 
Mariner 


7's closeups to help solve the 
puzzles created by these new 
findings, perhaps answering the 
question of whether the cap is 
made of ice or frozen carbon 
dioxide- "dry ice."

2,000 miles high were 


stored on tape for televising 
over three hours starting at 8:30 
EOT tonight. 


During the fly-by, flight con- 


trollers turned on scientific in- 
struments to measure the tem- 
perature of the planet's surface 
and the chemistry of its atmos- 
phere. All worked flawlessly, in-

an infrared

scientists thought might have 
been damaged when the space- 
craft went silent for seven hours 
last week.

Defending Your 
"Castle" 


More than three centuries ago, 


England's Lord Coke proclaimed 
that "a man's house is his castle."

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Once Fastened to Body, 
Ticks Hard to Dislodge 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Although only a small pro- 


portion of wood ticks are in- 
fected, those that are can 
transmit R o c k y Mountain 
spotted fever (tick-borne ty- 
phus), tularemia and tick 
paralysis. The adult tick is 
flat, usually brown and has 
eight legs, m a k i n g it an 
arthropod rather than an in- 
sect, which can claim only 
six legs. They are found in 
shrubs and wooded a r e a s 
and can be acquired through 
contact with rabbits and do- 
mestic animals. 


Once a tick has dropped 


onto you, it may w a n d e r 


*abpti£for hours looking for 
3 


uiet spot where it can settle 
own for a warm blood meal 


—its favorite dish. Before it 
attaches itself to you it can 
be easily brushed off. But 
once it has buried its head 
in your skin, it is hard to dis- 
lodge. The longer it is at- 
tached, the greater the dan- 
ger that it will t r a n s m i t 
whatever germ or virus it is 
carrying at the time. 


If you smear grease, tur- 


pentine, gasoline, ether or 
chloroform 
on it, it will 


usually back out in disgust. 
If this fails, strike a match, 
blow out the flame and apply 
the hot end to the rear of the 
tick. If you prefer, you may 
grab it with a pair of tweez- 
ers and remove it with a 
steady, gradual pull. A sharp 
tug may leave the body in 
the tweezers and the head in 
your skin—a most unfortu- 
nate development. 


When you have succeeded 


in removing the tick, you 
should touch the bite with 
tincture of iodine, thimerosol 
or some other 
antiseptic, 


flame the tweezers and wash 
your hands with soap and 
water. Much of this proce- 
dure can be avoided if, when 
you go into a tick-infested 
area, you wear protective 
clothing with elastic at the 
ankle, wrist, neck and belt 
line and high boots. 
You 


should also spray your cloth- 
ing with a tick repellent, 
such as toluamide (Deet). 
These precautions will also 
protect you against chiggers. 


Q— In a recent column, you 


listed some side effects from 
taking drugs of the cortisone 
group. I have been taking 
prednisone for three years 
and it has been a lifesaver, 
but now you have me wor- 
ried. 


A— Persons who take these 


drugs for a prolonged period 
should have a f r e q u e n t 
checkup by the prescribing 
doctor and report any un- 
usual symptoms without de- 
lay. Many patients a v o i d 
serious trouble while taking 
these drugs by holding the 
dosage down and not taking 
the drug one week' but "of 
every four.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal 
newspaper lines 


dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
dally by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers &.John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to James H. Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name It was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullls, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying In 
1916. 


1916 -Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made It 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
-Cannon sold plant to 


D.A, Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.

quency. Most cash is lost at 
home, at work and in shops 
in one's home town. 


Why wouldn't women be 


the greatest offenders under 
these circumstances? Who's 
at home more? Who does 
most of the shopping and 
works, too. 


The surveys also indicate 


that college-educated adults 
have a loss frequency nearly 
twice as high as that of high 
school grads. Perhaps there 
should be college courses in 
how to live in an affluent 
society and remain affluent 
ourselves. 


Loss of money is not a sub- 


ject to be taken lightly. And 
most of us who have lost 
cash are loathe to discuss 
it because so often the cir- 
cumstances show us up as 
careless or foolish.

CALKING FILLS 


THE MAINTENANCE GAP 


By MR. FIX 


Calking i s n ' t expensive 


and it takes no skill to apply 
it. Not calking leads to ex- 
pensive maintenance prob- 
lems and problems that may 
require professional help to 
cure. 


The choice is as simple as 


that. 


You can calk most any 


time except when the tem- 
perature drops below 40 de- 
grees. Any season is the 
right season. It makes sense 
to calk before you paint and 
any new construction must 
be calked. 


Calking compound is a put- 


tylike substance, only more 
pliable, that is used to seal 
cracks and joints in your 
house. The stuff lasts a long 
time but it should be checked 
occasionally and replaced if 
any of it has dried out or 
shrunk and no longer fills the 
gap. 


Calking should be applied 


around window and door 
frames, between siding and 
vertical corner boards, be- 
tween window sill and siding, 
between dormer and roof, 
between chimney and roof,

Calking compound is avail- 


able in two grades — gun- 
grade and knife-grade. Gun- 
grade can be bought in a 
prepackaged cartridge with 
its own plastic nozzle. Just 
slip the cartridge into a calk- 
ing gun and you are ready to 
work. Gun-grade also can be 
obtained in bulk for hand 
packing into a calking gun. 


For the average homeown- 


er the cartridge method Is 
best. The few times you will 
use it hardly makes it worth- 
while to pack a calking gun 
and then clean It out. For 
people in construction work 
or painters the lower cost of 
bulk calking makes sense. 


Knife-grade calking 
com- 


pound is a little stiffer and is 
packed in place with a putty 
knife. When it dries it is just 
as flexible as the gun-grade. 


Calking compound adheres 


well to most any surface — 
wood, brick, concrete, stone 
or metal. It will adhere bet- 
ter, however, if the surface 
is clean. Old calking should 
be completely scraped away. 
Brush off loose particles. 
Wiping with turpentine or 
thinner will remove 
any 


trace of old calking from the 
surface. 


Do not calk when wood is 


wet. Wait a few days if it has 
rained. 


On raw wood it is a good 


idea to coat the surface with 
linseed oil. If you don't, the 
wood will soak up all the oil 
in the compound and leave it 
dry and crumbling. 


Keep steady pressure on 


the trigger of the calking gun 
to assure an unbroken and 
fairly wide head of calking. 
The crack or opening should 
be completely covered. 


Use calking for minor re- 


pairs. Cracks in wood or 


smalt rotted out spots can be 
filled with c a l k i n g and 
painted over. Clean out all 
the decayed wood before fill- 
Ing. Small cracks should be 
cleaned out and widened, 
wider at the bottom than at 
the surface, so that calking 
will hold. 


Calking keeps in heat in 


winter, cool air in summer, 
k e e p s m o i s t u r e 
from 


seeping in whenever it rains. 
Failure to calk (or recalk 
when needed) leads to ex- 
pensive damage.

press Slough dock, and arrived 
at the newspaper-radio cottage 
on the Narrows in time—so we 
thought—to do a spot of night 
fishing also. 


But this is far from being a 


success story. One of the most 
dependable items at the cottage 
Is a two-burner Coleman gasoline 
lattern—but a fundamental fac- 
tor about gasoline lanterns is 
how long they have been left 
around unused.

Monday's 237-170 House vote 


assurances extension of the 10 
per cent surcharge only through 
Dec. 31. But an additional six- 
month extension, at 5 per cent, 
is included in the tax reform 
bill. 


The entire extension is need- 


ed, the Nixon administration 
argues, if inflation is to be 
brought under control. 


However, a group of Demo- 


crats wants to knock the addi- 
tional 5 per cent extension out of 
the reform bill, which comes up 
for debate Wednesday with a 
vote planned for Thursday. 


They also seek an opportunity 


to offer an amendment readjust- 
ing the proposed 
income tax 


rate reductions in the bill, The 
critics want to give less relief to 
upper bracket 
taxpayers and 


more 
to those in the middle 


brackets. 


The Rules Committee custom-

ists and quacks capitalizes 
on their desperation, offering 
false hopes of relief or cure 
with such nostrums and gad- 
gets as: 


• A "Z-ray" applicator- 


X-rays having been unknown 
to science until this gadget 
appeared on the 
market— 


whose users paid up to $50 
for a supply of "Z-ray wa- 
ter," which proved to be tap 
water. 
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Because a part of their job 


is to help patients and their 
families u n d e r s t a n d the 


| treatments and prepare them 


emotionally for the changes 
that occur, physical thera- 
pists must have patience, 
tact, 
resourcefulness 
and 


emotional stability. It is also 
important that they 
have 


manuill dexterity and physi- 
cal stamina. The work also 
requires good verbal expres- 
sion and the ability to plan 
work to insure optimum use 
of time, 


In 1966 the annual salaries 


of inexperienced therapists 
averaged $6,500 and for ex- 
perienced ranged from $7,500 
to $15,000. Co-ordinators, di- 
rectors and administrators 
had average salaries of $15,- 
000 or more.

These are a few of the 


dozens 
of quackeries 
de- 


scribed by author Amram 
Ducovny in the recently pub- 
lished "The Billion $ Swindle 
—Frauds Against the Elder- 
ly" (Fleet Press, $5.95). It's 
not just the e l d e r l y , how- 
ever, who are victimized in 
this swindle. About 70 per 
cent of the 13 million arthritis 
sufferers are in the over-45 
age group. 


The offerings of some of 


the arthritis quacks are so 
blatantly 
outrageous 
that 


your first inclination is to 
laugh, it's noted by Sen. Har> 
rison A. Williams, D-N.J., 
chairman of the Senate Spe- 
cial 
Committee 
on Aging, 


who contributes the book's 
foreword. 
" B u t can 
we 


laugh," he asks, "at some 
$315 million which will be 
wasted in 1969 on worthless 
arthritis cures?" 


Wasted it's sure 
to be. 


"Anyone or anything claim- 
ing to cure arthritis is a 
phony," w r i t e s Ducovny, 
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citing medical authorities for 
the flat statement that "the 
"[seas? is presently incur- 
able —though some forms 
can be partially helped. 


One 
anecdote 
illustrates 


hovv, even knowing this the 
arthritis sufferer seeks relief 
so desperately that he keeps 
the $315 million-a-year swin* 
die going. 


A witness before the Sen- 


ate Committee on Aging was 
Jerry J. Walsh, educational 
consultant to the Arthritis 
Foundation. An arthritic him- 
self, he confessed he'd spent 
$3,500 on worthless nostrums 
before he took on the job of 
exposing quackeries for the 
foundation. 


But when a member of the 


committee asked him what 
he'd do if someone said he 
had a new arthritis medicine 
that would relieve his pain, 
Walsh gave him an honest, 
tortured 
answer: 
"To be 


honest, senator, if nobodv 
was looking, I'd give it a 
try." 


The Ducovny book covers 


scores of other frauds and 
swindles that prey mainly on 
the elderly—from "work-at- 
home" schemes to 
Social 


Security impostors to health 
insurance that doesn't pay 
the promised benefits. Not 
very pretty reading, but eye- 
opening—and maybe some- 
thing you should read before 
reaching the age when you 
become a target.
